HOUSEBREAKING CHARGES

She 
could tell amusing tales of her experi- 
ences. but like all successful exccutives, 
she is a model of discretion. Some day, 
perhaps, she may be infected with the 
present epidemic—an autobiographical 
tale.

Towards Decision 


Is the Geneva peace move doomed to 
failure? For the last few weeks there has 
been much activity behind the diplomatic 
scenes, and almost desperate efforts have 
been in progress to bring the Abyssinian 
war to a speedy end. At first it se2med 
as if Signor Mussolini might be brought 
to see reason ; but since the Italian armies 
began to make such rapid advances in 
Abyssinia the Duce has hardened his heart 
against peace and is looking now for 
Roman triumphs. Naturally, the French, 
who are trying to save what remains ol 
the League oí Nations, have been mainly 
responsible for the attempt to persuade 
Signor Mussolini to call off his legions in 
Abyssinia. It was M. Flandin who sug- 
gested that Sefior Madariaga should invite 
the Italian Government to send envoys to 
meet him at Geneva, and, as a great con 
cession, Signor Mussolini agreed to sen: 


Baron Aloisi and Signor Rocco to hear what 


Sefior Madariaga bad to say. These two 
gentlemen went to Geneva from Rome, but 
instead of improving the situation their 
visit seems to have made matters worse 
than they already were. It is announced 
now that the Italian Government is quite 
willing to make peace with che 
Abyssinians: but. it must be a peace as 
between victors and vanquished. In other 


words, Signor Mussolini claims already to 
have won the war. He insists that, if there 


is a peace conference, it shall be between 


Italy and Abyssinia alone. He will dictate 


terms to the Negus, just as Ludendorff and 
Hoffmann dictated terms to the Russians 
at Brest-Litowsk. There must be no inter. 
ference by the League of Nations, which 
has nothing to do with the matter; but, 
in response to a special appear by Sefio: 
Madariaga. Baron Aloisi has secured from 
his master a promise that the League will 
be allowed as a great favour to have « 
representative present at the conference as 
an “ observer’ Signor Mussolini already 
is adopting the arrogant attitude of a 
strutting conqueror, He is treating the 
League of Nations with haughty contempt, 
and svems to have persuaded himself that 
he now can do as he chooses with the 
Abyssinians. 

There are many so-called “ realists ” in 
Europe who argue that, because the Italian 
Armies have had certain successes in 
Abyssinia, the position of Italy vis a vis 
the League of Nations has changed, and 
Signor Mussolini has a right now—which 
he did not possess six months ago—to 
garner the fruits of his soldiers’ victories. 
There could be no more dangerous fallacy. 
i Mussolini \as. wrong last 
October, he is wrong now. The “ vic- 
tories’ i ima merely have 
aggravated his crimes; for they have been 
gained almost entirely as a result of the 
Italians’ ruthless employment of bombing 
aircraft and poison gas against a people 
that has no defence against either of these 
weapons. The League of Nations is on 
trial. Last autumn it took a strong stand 
against the Italians, who were branded 
solemnly as treaty breakers. What do. it 
propose to do now? If the situation has 
changed at all, the change has been to

If the League is weak Signor Mus- 
solini will gain his point, and will appear 
in the réle of a latter-day Cesar. If it is 
even reasonably firm he will fail. and will 
be compelled to submit to the Council's 
ruling. The adventure in Abyssinia has 
not been al! victories. Enormous sums of 
money have been poured out by the 
Italian Government in order to maintain 
its armies in North-East Africa, some 
three thousand miles away from their 
bases. Italy never was a rich country. 
At the best of times she was heavily in- 
éeebted, but now, in spite of the fact that 
Signor Mussolini does not allow figures to 
be published, there can be no doubt that 
she is nearly beggared. Furthermore. 
sanctions have been doing their work. 
Although the League of Nations has gone 
about its business in a half-hearted way, 
[taly’s foreign trade has been brought 
very hearly to a standstill, and she has 
been forced to finance the war altogether 
What these re- 
sources are nobody except Signor Mus- 
solini is allowed to know. They certainly 
vannot he extensive. Italy’s gold 
reserves have been diminishing rapidly, 
and, even if Signor Mussolini could dic- 
tate peace terms to the Abyssinians to- 
morrow, the day of reckoning must be 
faced. Behind the Duce’s bluff, there- 
fore, lurks the fear of interna] difficulties. 
If the League takes a strong hand, and 
cefuses t6 allow the Italiafis to treat 
Abyssinia as a conquered nation, Signor 
Mussolini, doubtless, will storm and rage 
for a time, but in the long run the in- 
exorable logic of events will coerce him.

Planning with Confidence 


A letter which possesses a strong applica 
to Ireland appears in The 
under the heading of “Town Planning in 
Scotland.” Mr. Thomas Adams, the 
writer, poses first what he describes as 
‘a curtous paradox about the Scottish 
people.”

themselves, and generally “ do fine’’; but 
collectively, at home, they suffer from an 
inferiority complex and an insularity of 
outlook that are partly responsible for 
their depression. That paradox—which 
has been stated more than once of the 
people of Ireland—has fresh interest when 
applied to Scotland; but the real novelty 
of Mr. Adams’s letter lies in his develop. 
ment of the Evidence of the 
Scotsman’s ‘‘ inferiority complex and 
insularity,’’ he holds, can be found in 
his lack of interest in town-planning— 


theme. 


“which... proves the existence of that 
confidence which is essential to progress 1 
the development of community life.” Since 
1909 the towns of Scotland, except 
Aberdeen and Edinburgh, have been in 
different to town-planning. Yet there is 
no finer example of town-planning than 
Edinburgh or those parts of 
Edinburgh which were constructed between 
1750 and 1830. The achievements of that 
age, says the writer, “ productive of great 
financial benefit and an enduring beauty 
in civic architecture, in spite of the 
vandalism of later generations, were due 
to confidence in two forms.” In the frst 
place, ‘the authorities of Edinburgh had 
confidence in the future. Instead 2f 
tinkering with the old town, they planned 
and built an extension to it—those parts 
of Edinburgh which inspire such admira.- 
tion to-day. In the second place, they 
placed confidence in their architects, and 
it was justified to the full. The growth 
of Dublin offers an interesting parallel. 
Just about the time when Edinburgh was 
being planned Dublin also was being 
planned; and virtually all that she 
possesses of dignity and beauty is the 
result of that eighteenth-century planning. 
Like Edinburgh, she has suffered from the 
civic negligence of the Victorian era and 
of the following years, and to-day the 
difference between the beautifully planned 
areas of six generations ago and the 
higgledy-piggledy streets of later years is 
tragically obvious. Happily, it is never 
too late to mend. The authorities of 
Dublin now have powers to plan—powers 
which they had not possessed hitherto for 
a century and a half. Will they use their 
powers to remould Dublin on the noble 
scale that befits the capital of a new 
nation, or will they expose Ireland still 
to a charge of ‘inferiority complex and 
insularity of outlook?’’ There was a great 
sense of confidence and of civic and 
national pride in the men who designed 
and built the wide squares and streets of 
eighteenth-century Dublin. Ought we not 
to expect that similar confidence and 
similar pride shall animate her rulers to-

Nations ‘into acquiescence in his designs ' 
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shipping prestige on the Atlantic route, 
she seems to be forgetting another need 
which is quite as important, though less 
in the public eye, On Wednesday. the 
Union Steamship Company of New Zea- 
land announced that its line between 
Sydney, Wellington, and San Francisco 
will be discontinued almost at once, as it 
is no longer able to meet the competition 
of the American steamers. A similar fate 
threatens the Canadian service between 
Vancouver and New Zealand. Both lines 
have been losing money heavily within the 
past few years—the San Francisco service 
has had an average annual loss of about 
£50,000, while the loss on the Canadian 
service has been even heavier, and 
amounted to more than £100,000 in 1034. 
Obviously, such a situation cannot con- 
tinue, and most of the blame for it must 
be laid at the doors of the Governments 
in the Dominions and in Great Britain. 
They, indeed, seem to have been very slow 
to realise the real threat to British 
supremacy on the sea—the heavily subsi- 
dised ships of other countries. The United 
States liners which work on. the routes 
covered by the Canadian and Australian 
ships enjoy a tremendous advantage; for 
they are generously supported by the 
American taxpayer, while the British 
steamship companies have only their own 
resources In consequence, the American 
liners, more modern and more efficient, 
are steadily driving the others out of busi- 
ness, and from now onwards they will 
have the monopoly of the route between 
San Francisco and New Zealand. If Great 
Britain and the Dominions do not wish to 
see the carrying trade taken from them 
and given to other countries, their Govern- 
ments must be prepared to fight the 
foreigners with their own weapons. 
Sr“sidies will have to be given to the 
shipping companies sooner or later, and 
the fate of the New Zealand line is a 


warning that the time cannot be delayed 
much longer. 


Radio Athlone 


Dr. Kiernan, the Director of Broadcast- 
ing in the Free State, has made no secret 
of the difficulties attending his search for 
suitable announcers. It is true that the 
salaries offered are not princely; yet, 
speaking as laymen, we doubt if the work 
is inordinately arduous, and it certainly 
ought to be congenial. One would think 
that a fair number of applications would 
have been received, and that two of them. 
at least, would have been from suitable 
candidates. The requisite qualifications, 
of course, are not small. A Free State 
announcer not only must have a good 
“ broadcasting voice ’’ in both English and 
Irish. but he must possess a reasonable 
knowledge of foreign languages; and, on 
top of these requirements, presumably a 
good general education and an acquaint- 
ance with music. It would be easy enough 
to find an announcer who can speak well 
in either Irish or English ; but a pleasant 
delivery of both is granted seldom to one 
man—witness the English of some officials 
of the Gaelic League. Unfortunately, 
too, most Irish speakers seem to have little 
use for the tongues of Continenta) nations. 
We wish Dr. Kiernan well in his quest. 
He is doing much to bring the Free State's 
broadcasting service to the same level as 
the services of other nations, and satis- 
factory announcers are one of the first 


p.m. news service, as can be seen from 
letters in the British ,wireless journals, 
enjoys a high reputation on the other side 
of the Channel not only by virtue of the 
hour at which it is delivered, but also for 
the excellence of its arrangement; and 
many people in other countries tune in to 
it at night. tt is important, therefore, 
that the announcer shall be the best avail- 
able person. How often is one prejudiced 
in favour of one station or another by the 
announcer’s manner of delivery !

Budget Prospects 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer will 
return from Scotland in a few day< 
order to prepare his Budget speech 
Tuesday. Mr. Chamberiain had a 
moderate surplus at the end of tho 
financial year, but it is highly improbable 
that there will be any remission of taxa. 
tion. The prospect for the future is re.

He will indicate on Tuesday what he 
intends to do in this direction. 


Rearmament in Germany 


The new German Army costs approxi. 
mately £150,000,000 a year to maintain. 
and this does not include the interest on 
the money invested in re-armament. 
Dr. Schacht, the German Minister of 
Economics, has now told Herr Hitler and 
his army chiefs that there must be a limit 
to military expenditure. This intimation 
was responsble for considerable tension 
between Dr. Schacht and the Nazi Party 
but Herr Hitler has now accepted the 
conditions, and a scheme is being prepared 
for a relaxation of the re-armament pace. 
This is really the reason for Herr Hitler’s 
reference to the limitation of armaments 
in his peace proposals. An improvement 
in the international situation may enable 
Germany to float a loan on the London 
market. Even in the most favourable 
political cirreumstances, however, a German 
loan would be impossible unless guaran. 
teed by the British Government, and there 
is little hope of this.

, THE HOME-COMING 
VICEROY 


The Times remarks to-day in a leading 
article:—Lord Willingdon meets his suc- 
cessor in Bombay to-day and embarks 
to-morrow for his homeward journey after 
a period of service to the Empire which 
must be almost without parallel for its 
importance, its duration and its con- 
tinvity. Any just estimate of the Vice- 
royalty which has just come to an end 
must recognise that Lord Willingdon’s 
experience at the head of two great Presi- 
dencies in succession both contributed to 
his success.and coloured his outlook. He 
knew how to gather good counsellors 
around him and to give them his unre- 
served trust. In all his years in India 
he seems to have been guided by three 
main principles of conduct and policy, 
which may be summarised as social 
equality, | saan Ae progress and the main- 
tenance of law and order. From his first 
arrival in Bombay he set his face against 
those old and hardy traditions of social 
exclusiveness in European society in 
India, which were based upon race and 
colour instead of character and attain- 
ment. 

It was during his Viceroyalty that the 
third of his principles of political conduct 
was, naturally. most in evidence. He 
showed a steadfast determination to main- 
tain orderly government during all the 
time that he was helping forward political 
reform with courage and cheerfulness.

It must not be forgotten that 
during more than four-fifths of his reign 
his problems were accentuated by the pro- 
longed discussions in London over the 
reforms, and the politi. | controversies 
they aroused in the House of Commons 
and the country. Moreover, for many 
months in 1932-33 a third Civil Dis 
obedience movement was rampant in India. 

Lord Willingdon’s c.erished hope of 
bringing the new order into opera*ion 
during his term of office was not to be 
fulfilled, but he has the satisfaction of 
having prepared the way pretty thorouchly 
for his successor. When he took office 
India, like most countries in the world, 
was in the throes if severe depression. 
To-day her economic position is sound, her 
Finance Member can announce surpluses 
in his Budget, and the Administration is 
carrying out large schemes of social wel. 
fare and rural reconstruction.

ROFESSOR. SELIM HASSAN, Pro- 

fessor of Egyptology at the University 

of Cairo, in his work of investigation near 

the Pyramids yesterday discovered another 
intact tomb, the third in three weeks. 

Although the Professor has been work- 
ing in the Pyramids for seven seasons, he 
had not previously discovered an intact 
tomb. An air of great excitement prevails 
among the workmen as they did. 

On Tuesday Professor Hassan discovered 
the rifled tomb of Sechem Nefer, the 
highest noble next to ding Chefren—the 
builder of the Second Pyramid—and 
Governor of a Province. 

The interior is beautifully decorated in 
the Eastern style, with red and black 
figures and sacrificial scenes. The bones 
of Sechen Nefer have been lying in this 
vast limestone sarcophagus for five 
thousand years. This tomb is surrounded 
by those of members of his family, and 
Professor Hassan yesterday discovered 
that one of these was intact. It is 
cunningly built up with limestone rocks 
to thwart the attempts of robbers to break 
in. 

In the entrance doorway of another 
rifled tomb an exquisite alabaster offering 
table was found. 

The professor also has discovered the 
tomb of the High Priest to King 
Micharenus, builder of the Third Pyramid, 
but so far he has entered no farther than 
the High Priest’s chapel. 

The intact tombs have not yet been 
opened, but it is expected that they will 
be entered to-day or to-morrow.

WOMEN PICKETS 
WITH POKERS 


HOSPITALS WITHOUT 
* FUEL

RRANGEMENTS were made at a 

meeting between representatives of 
Irish Coal aise, Ltd. ; the Irish Sea- 
men’s and Port Workers’ Union, the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
and the Dublin Trades Union Council 
yesterday for a conference to-day at 5 p.m. 
simultaneously with a resumption of work 
by approximately 36 members of the 
unions employed in the cement, iron and 
salt trades. 

The meeting, which took place at the 
offices of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, followed upon a mass meeting 
óf the strikers; which was held in the 
Mansion House during the forenoon. 

After the Mansion House meeting, which 
was held in private, the following official 
statement was issued :— 

“ The workers present at the Mansion 
House to-day unanimously agreed to the 
proposals for a conference in view of the 
severe handicaps experienced by the poor 
of the city and by hospitals and other in- 
stitutions during the stoppage. 

““ As a result about 36 members of the 
unions employed in the cement, salt and 
iron trades will return to work sim .I- 
taneously with the opening of a conference 
between Irish Coal Importers, Ltd., and 
the unions. 

‘The coal workers proper will remain 
on strike until their demands have been 
met by the employers.”’ 

The meeting was addressed by Messrs. 
P. T. Daly, Secretary, Dublin Trade 
Union Council; J. Ellis, 8S. O’ Moore, T. 
Dixon, officials of the Irish Seamen’s and 
Port Workers’. Union; and by J. McCabe 
and P. Kelly, officials of the Irish Trans- 
‘port and General Workers’ Union. Mr. 
W. A. Scott, Treasurer, Dublin Trade 
Union Council, presided. 

At the conclusion of the meeting Messrs. 
Scott, Ellis and O‘Moore visited the offices 
of the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce to report upon the result and to 
make arrangements for to-day’s confer- 
ence. 

Later in the day considerable difficulty 
was experienced in establishing a line of 
demarcation between the coal workers who 
were to remain on strike and the allied 
workers in certain firms. Some of the men 
concerned stated that they were unwilling 
to resume work until there was a general 
settlement. 

Eventually the men agreed to resume on 
conditions that they would be at liberty 
to withdraw their labour if the confergnce 
broke down during the afternoon.

Sub- 
sequently this man was removed in an 
ambulance to hospital. 

At a later hour a woman and boy who 
were conveying coal through Pearse street, 
under police protection, were attacked by . 
about 300 persons. The coal was seized 
and scattered despite the efforts of the 
Guards Efforts were made by the arowd 
to prevent the owners gathering up the 
quantity which remained in the street, 
but tht Guards drew their batons and dis- 
persed the attackers. 

The Dublin hotels are now running short 
of coal supplies, and representations have 
been made to the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union in some cases for 
permits to obtain supplies. In all cases 
permits have been refused. 


SHORTAGE IN HOSPITALS 


All the hospitals in Dublin are despe- 
rately short of coal. Some hospitals have 
a supply that wili only last for a few 
days. The biggest supply is only enonch 
for a week at the very most. Jervis Street 
Hospital is in such bad straits that there 
is nothing for it but to close down in a 
few days if things do not become any 
better. Many have been told that they 
can get the coal if it is collected from the 
docks. But this is quite impossible with- 
out an armed escort. Coke is the only 
fuel that is obtainable, but it is not 
enough to gain the necessary heat that 
will warm the wards sufficiently. 

The Children’s Hospital, Temple street, 
is in very bad straits. There was just 
enough coal for yesterday, and then coke 
will have to be used. The problem is yet 
unsolved as to how the many children who 
are suffering from pneumonia are to be 
kept sufficiently warm. The laundry of 
the hospital is in a very bad way, as there 
is not the means to heat the boilers for 
the immense amount of laundering that 
has to be done. .- 

The authorities at the hospitals are 
unanimous in their view against the 
iniquity of keeping the hospitals short of 
coal.

HEN the Dail meets next week it is 

probable that an effort will be made 
to get all the remaining estimates out of 
the way in preparation for the introduc- 
tion of the Budget in the following week.

On that occasion Mr. Lemass said: “AA 
scheme has been under consideration for 
some time past for the establishment of a 
national air transport company in the 
Saorstat, and I hope to be in a position 
at an early date to introduce legislation 
dealing with this national company and 
with the scheme of its operation.”

On wet days, when they came in, 
their shawls were taken from them and hung 
in the. drying-room; otherwise they would 
have been thrown, still wet, across the bed- 
clothes, which was not conducive to health. 
Most. of the money for a new boiler for 
heating the radiators was obtained as the 
result of an appeal in the Jrish Times, and 
they had fortunate in obtaining, 
through Mr. Jacob, a supply of coke, which 
would enable the heating to be continued. 

Mr. C. E. Jacob, Hon. Treasurer, sub- 
mitted the financial statement, which showed 
that, after allowing for a deficiency of £56 
3s. 8d. on the year’s working, there re- 
mained to credit a sum of £81 9s. 9d. They 
were, hé said, thankful for the work done 
by voluntary helpers. 

Mr. H. G. Smith, M.A., LL.D., speaking 
to the report and statement of accounts, 
which were adopted, said that it was about 
twenty-five years since the Shelter was trans- 
faved from Swift's alley to the present 
premises.
